There is no conclusive evidence that, 


as a result of the w»rk of the past 10 
years, the insect has Vieen. exterminated 
in any city or town of the infested dis- 
trict. We feel that much good work has 
been done, and that much has been 
learned. We, therefore, do not believe 
it advisable to wholly abandon the work.

committee recommends:

THE PROFESSION. 


Rates oil Ordluary Letters In England 


Were Almost rrolUbttlve—Adoption of 
the Penny Post and the Queer Argu- 
ment* Against It. 


When Qnoeu Victoria ascended the 


throne, there were no telegraphs in this 
country and few railways. The minis 
•were forwarded by coach, and the post- 
ago rates were to all but the woll to do 
prohibitive. It cost from 4d. to Is. Sd. 
to send a "single" letter under aw 
ounce in weight from one part of the 
kingdom to another. There were some 
40 charges, varying according to dis- 
tance, the average rate being 9d., or 
half the day's wage of a laborer. A 
"single" letter meant a single piece of 
paper (adhesive envelopes had not been 
invented), and the addition of a second 
scrap of paper made the letter a "dou- 
ble" one. The postage was paid on de- 
livery by the recipient, and as no cred- 
it was given the inonrsion of a postman 
intoj a poor neighborhood was watched 
on all sides with fear rather than hope. 


Coleridge, the poet, saw a poor wom- 


an declining to accept a letter on the 
score of inability to pay. Tho good 
natured bard (doubtless with some diffi- 
culty) found the required ninepence, 
despite the woman's remonstrances. 
When the postman had gone away, she 
showed Coleridge that the letter waa 
but a blank sheet of paper. Her brother 
had arranged to send her at intervals 
such a sheet, addressed in a certain 
fashion, as evidence that all was well 
with him, and she aa regularly, after 
inspecting the addres^, refused to accept 
it. Some humorist on one occasion sent 
out large numbers of letters, each on a 
sheet as large as a tablecloth, all of 
which had to be delivered as "single" 
missives. 


This system practically stifled written 


intercourse among the working class and 
pressed with severity upon the middle 
class, but the rich and highly placed 
entirely escaped postal taxation. The 
privilege of franking covered the corre- 
spondence not only of ministers, peers 
and members of purliament, but of 
their relatives, friends and acquaint- 
ances. While in one year early in the 
queen's reign no less than 7,400,000 
letters were franked, a single London 
firm paid annually £11,000 for postage 
and a writer in The Quarterly referred 
flippantly to ' 'so slight and rare an in- 
cident in a laborer's life as the receipt 
of a letter." Among the "packets" 
franked waa a grand piano. An army 
of clerks was employed to fix the charges 
to be collected, and the postal revenue 
remained stationary between 1815 and 
1835, although in the same period the 
population increased from 19,500,000 to 
25,600,000. 


Moved by this state of things, parlia- 


ment in 1889 adopted Rowland Hill's 
proposal of uniform inland penny post- 
age, which came into operation on Jan. 
10,1840. The writer possesses a copy of 
The Quarterly Review of 1889, in which 
a contributor (believed to be Croker) 
fiercely denounces the scheme. "Will 
clerks," he says, "write only to their 
fathers and girls to their mothers? Will 
not letters of romance or love, intrigna 
or mischief, increase in at least equal 
proportions? We donbt whether social 
and domestic correspondence will ba 
more than doubled. A gigantic exem- 
plification of the old proverb—Penny 
wise and pound foolish," etc. 


Macaulay says that the penny post, 


when first established, was the object 
of violent invective, as a manifest con- 
trivance of the pope to enslave the souls 
of Englishmen. It was described as 
"sedition made easy." The postal au- 
thorities, who is 1784 had opposed the 
institution of mail coaches, were im- 
placable enemies of penny postage. The 
postmaster gAieral of ] 889, Lord Licb- 
field, based his objections on the curi- 
ous ground that the building at St. Mar- 
tin's-le-Qrand would 
not be large 


enough. The secretary, Colonel Maber- 
ly, constantly repeated, "This plan we 
kno-* will fail." 


As we know, it succeeded, and the 


penny rate has been generally adopted 
in Europe as well as in the United 
States. The number of letters rose from 
80,000,000 in 1887 to 299,000,000 in 
3847, and for the year ending on March 
31, 1897, about 1,900,000,000. The 
postal surplus waa in 1889 £1,659,510 
and in 1896-7 £8,682,138. The number 
of letters, which was in 1837 about 8 
per head and in 1854 15 per head, is 
now 77 per head.—Fortnightly Review.

I like to brag about newspaper men 


•who have done gocd work, because the 
men themselves don't like it. For one 
uowBpuper men to chant the praises of 
other* of his craft is considered ' ' taboo, ' ' 
and the very fact of its being tabooed 
makes it exceptionally tempting at 
times, EO fi-il KTK we all. The proper 
professional attitude for a newspaper 
man — according to convention — is that 
of being always slightly bored and of 
hating above all things to see his own 
or another newspaper man's name in 
print. As to being in love with his pro- 
fession — well, that's all right for a new 
hand just from college, but now — rats! 


Don't you believe a word about news- 


paper work making genuine newspaper 
men tired. They couldn't keep away 
from it if they tried. If Eobinson Crn- 
Boe had been a newspaper man, ho 
would have printed a daily edition of 
the Juuu Fernandez Castaway in blunt 
stick type on the sand in front of his 
hnt every morning and got out an extra 
when he captured Friday. 


And it must be that age and rank and 


station don't serve to benumb this feel- 
ing. When Sir Edwin Arnold happened 
to be in St. Louis a few years ago, a 
sudden crisis in India — Russians and 
Englishmen glaring at each other across 
the rugged crests of the Pamirs, the 
•"Roof of the World" — made an inter- 
view with him of especially timely 
value. It came into my day's work to 
see him, and at the closa of the inter- 
view he fell to talking abont the inci- 
dental phases of a possible Kusso-Eag- 
lish war. - 


"Should such a war be declared," 


said Sir Edwin, "I would instantly go 
to the front for my paper" — the Lon- 
don Telegraph — "and serve as a special 
correspondent. It is the most fascinat- 
ing work in the profession, and there is 
none more fascinating outside." 


And a moment later the English poet 


and newspaper editor was telling mo 
that he considered James Whitcomb 
Eiley the most distinctively national of 
living American poets, and that to hi3 
mind Riley owed much of this to the 
fact that he was a "newspaper poet," 
instead of a magazine poet. 


If I only had Dr. Chauncey M. De- 


pew here to join in this talk aboat 
newspaper men, then you'd begin to 
realize whnt fine fellows they really 
aie. Dr. Depew couldn't live without 
newspaper men. They visit him ia his 
private office^ in the New York head- 
quarters of the New York Central rail- 
road, and they laugh at the jokes in his 
after dinner speeches and boom him for 
the presidency of the United States and 
for anything else he may desire simply 
because they like him and he likes 
them. The first and only time I ever 
saw Dr Depew was at the Republican 
national convention of 1892 in Minne- 
apolis, whither Dr. Depew repaired as 
one of the "Big Four" of that, very 
lively convention. He was surrounded 
six deep by newspaper correspondents — 
facing them, tall and irreproachably 
groomed, looking for all the world like 
the swell old heavy father in "The 
Banker's Daughter," and giving out all 
*the news ho consistently could, I sup- 
pose. And when he had exhausted his 
budget for Hie time being he turned in 
and gave thenVa "Depew jolly" of the 
press which, was really a daisy a its 
line. Of course I'm not going to tell 
yon what he said, because, honestly, it 
was a bit steep, but I just want to give 
you an idea that I would be greatly re- 
enforced in this talk if I could have Dr. 
Depew here to take a hand in it. 


"Talking of conventions and bearing 


in mind my already expressed disbelief 
in the possibility of a newspaper man's 
ever getting tired of newspaper work, 
I want to make a kind of exception. 
The tiredest lot of newspaper men I 
ever saw was at tha close of the famous 
all night session of the Democratic na- 
tional convention of that same year — 
J893 — in Chicago. It was the night of 
the great anti-Cleveland fight made by 
Tammany in the last ditch; the night 
•when Bourke Cockrnn made the great- 
est speech of his life; the night when 
such an orator as Daniel of Virginia 
was hooted from the platform because 
the convention was actually too ex- 
hausted to listen; the night when Cleve- 
land was nominated. 
With- one recess, 


if I am not mistaken, the convention 
remained in session from 10 o'clock flne 
rooming until 4' o'clock the next It 
was a crucial session, too, and kept 
correspondents on the alert every mo- 
ment Bourke Cockran's speech against 
Cleveland was made abont 3:80 in the 
morning, and a dying man would have 
been forced to listen and thrill at its 
eloquent invective and masterly sar- 
casm. Bnt after that came the awful 
slump of utter weariness. 
When the 


convention adjourned, day had broken 
ovor Chicago and the streets were gray 
in its early light. White faced and 
limp, the corps of special correspond- 
ents almost staggered out and made 
their sleep blind way to their respect- 
ive hotels. Tired? Yes, but it was as a 
soldier is tired inJ;he trenches. A few 
hours' sleep and the fight would be re- 
sumed as gallantly as ever. — R. D.

How Electrical Appliance* A re Now Util- 


ized For Thin Purpose. 


When electrical plants were first in- 


stalled aboard ship, lead incased cables, 
run in ordinary molding, were used al- 
most entirely, and in case of iron ships 
the hull was frequently employed for 
the return circuit. The latter method 
soon passed out of ,nse, for it not only 
increased the fire hazard, bnt was in- 
efficient mechanically, and also liable 
to give rise to disturbing influences oa 
the ship's compasses.

molding were used on the first two 
United States men-of-war having elec- 
tric plants—the Trenton and Omaha— 
bnt with unsatisfactory results in each 
case.

They Depended Wholly Upon Charity for 


Their Sustenance and Remained Always 
In Their Aerial CUVCB—The Monastery 
of St. Stephens. 


One of the mostcurions scenes on the 


Thessalian frontier is to be found at 
Kalibaki, some 50 miles by rail above 
Trikhala. The town lies on a plam 
which is backed by the extraordinary 
rocks of Metcora, rising precipitously 
to a great height and commandiuc! the 
marked attention of travelers. In places 
the cliffs nscond like a wall to a height 
of 2,000 foe>. 
They are rough, free 


from verdure and disfigured by mnn- 
merahlo holes and cavee all over their 
face. 


It is these caves and remains of monk- 


ish dwellings in them that give the 
rocks of Meteora the strange, almost 
prehistoric appearance that has made 
them famous. 


There are several monasteries at 


Kalibaki. The largest is St. Stephen's, 


Unlike the other monasteries, this is 


reached by a drawbridge thrown across 
a yawning chasm. This is one of the 
largest of the monasteries of Aleteora 
and has a guest chamber especially fit- 
ted up for visitors—that is to say, there 
are three iron beds in it, and it is only 
courteous to surmise that the wadded 
coverlet and single sheet that go to 
make up P Grpek bed once were new. 


Tho hegonmeiios is most hospitable. 


He gives his visitors excellent monastic 
wine, a dinner of many weird courses 
and is himself very goort company. As 
usual, there are two churches in this 
monastery, the smaller of the two pos- 
sessing some very fair ikons set in 
beautifully carved frames, and one very 
old picture, dated 337. 


The large church cousists of a nave, 


antechapel, with tho body of the church 
under the dome, which is decorated 
with the usual half length figure of 
Christ Here are seen some of the in- 
laid ivory and mother of pearl stools 
and lectures which at one time were the 
staple work of the Meteora monks. 


All the manuscripts of any valuq have 


been removrd to Athens. A long build- 
ing at the right of the bridge contains 
the cells of tho monks, which open into 
a dark covered corndor. In time of war 
these monasteries are nsen as places of 
refuge. 


Not tho least curious feature of theso 


unique rooks of Meteora arc tbe holes 
and caves winch literally pepper tha 
face of the clins in places. 


In many cases theso retreats of tho 


berrnits of St. Anthony are 
merely 


cages. At a distance they look, some of 
them, like 
big birdcages hung 
up 


against the face of the cliff. 
As dwell- 


ings they are all exceedingly primitive. 


The Thessalian hermit did not ask 


much of lifo. A rocky floor to lie on, 
bars or railings to keep him from fall- 
ing out of his hole, a shaky ladder 
down which he might; now and then 
descend to earth and a basket and siring 
to let down jor supplies were all he 
needed in addition to his crucifix aad 
other religions necessities. 


These aerial caves were occupied in 


the fourteenth century. Thousands of 
hermit1!, judging from the remains of 
habitations, must at one time or another 
have songht refuge in these cliffs. Pew 
of them can now be entered, for the 
ladders have for the most part fallea 
away. 


Seemingly the way a hermit proceed- 


ed was tn choose a hole that took his 
fancy. Up to this he ran a ladder. Thei1, 
drivurg poles into the rock before the 
cave, he built out a little platform. 
This he roofed in and surrounded with 
a wall made of sticks or dried grass. 
From one platform to another these 
anchorites ran up their ladders until the 
whole face of the reck was alive with 
these hermits of St. Anthony. 


After the time honored fashion of re- 


ligions recluses, the cliff dwelling her- 
mits of St. Anthony depended wholly 
on charity for their sustenance. Far up 
in their airy caves they spent their days 
and nights in prayer and contemplation. 
When hungry or thirsty, they let down 
their baskets to tho ground, and when 
these were filled they pulled them up 
again. 


The devout people of Kalibaki be- 


lieved that these hermits were a special 
Charge upon them and kept them well 
supplied with bread and water. Every 
morning men, women and children 
could be seen tramping to the cliffs to 
fill the baskets that were let down by the 
strings from above. And so the hermits 
were able to live their quiet, lazy lives 
without a single worldly care.—New 
York World.

To these two speakers 
i--iy be credited the re-statement of 
th" hojjp and purpose and the sense 
of inequality which underlie the labor 
movement. Mr. McNeill sDoke for the 
hopr,* and purpose: 


"The eight-hour movement means 


more than rest. It means release from 
that machine monatony that Is akin 
todrudgery. It means lass hours at wage 
work, more hours for home work and 
society. We have been charged with a 
desire to distribute wealth that has 
bsen already created; but th© eight- 
hour movement never contemplated the 
redistribution of wealth, for it was held 
and declared that it always was and 
always will be too late to secure to the 
wage ^iw>rkcr any appreciable amount 
.•pr any considerable advantage in the

management of wealth that has once 
been distributed; that hla attention 
must be turned to t^ei earnings or pro- 
ducts of tre future, nlat to those of the 
past, to wealth in Its^ocesses of crea- 
tion, that the production of wealth and 
distribution must gro on together."

Inequality, though unable to wholly 
forget he Is in politics, and taking the 
position of the sinner rather than the 
sinned against, which is something out 
of the usual.

laws of the United States." This amend 
ment is supposed to be alternative to 
a radical measure proposed by the con- 
gressman which is reported as follows: 


This measure, recently introduced, 


provides in its first section that all 
corporations dealing in or manufactur- 
ing an article of general use or con- 
sumption that is intended to be trans- 
ported to any other state shall have its 
name stamped upon the package. 
If 


it appears that any such corporation 
carries on its business for the purpose 
of controlling or monopolizing 
the 


manufacture, production or sale of any 
article or increasing its cost to the 
user or of preventing competition In its 
manufacture, production or sale, such 
article shall not be transported outside 
the state in which it is found by any 
means whatever. Every article not so 
marked shall be liable to seizure and 
forfeiture to the United States if any 
attempt be made to ship it outside its 
state. The second section provides tlmt 
every corporation in the United States 
before being permitted to ship its 
wares to any other state than the one 
in which it is situated, shall file with 
the secretary of state a copy of its 
papers of incorporation, together with 
a statement showing the article manu- 
factured or dealt in, and also a copy of 
the by-laws and rules of the corpora- 
tion, the names and places of residence 
of its officers, the amount of capital 
stock, the amount theerof paid in cash, 
the nature and value of the property 
owned by it and a full statement of all 
its debts and liabilities; and the ^cor- 
p.oration shall annually file a report 
howing the amount of business done 
by it during the year. Another section 
declares every trust to be illegal, and 
that it may be perpetually enjoined 
from carrying on any interstate com- 
merce whatever, and when adjudged il- 
legal shall be forbidden the use of the 
United States mails. Another section 


fines an offense against this act as a 


misdemeanor, and punishable by a 
fine of not more than $500 or by im- 
prisonment 
of 
not more 
than six 


months, or by both fine and imprison- 
ment.

Only One of a Hind 


First-class 
men In the strictest 


sense are still rather lonesome in this 
world; there are few to the century, 
says a college president in the April 
Atlantic. A wise executive will Tse con- 
tent if he can make up a list of first- 
class second-class men. The writer of 
this recalls that he once wrote to an 
educational friend somewhat as fol- 
lows: "I am looking for a first-class 
man for our work in history. 
It is 


not his technical preparation that I am 
so anixous about,—that wll probably 
be complete enough; he wtauJd scarcely 
dare apply without this. But I wish to 
get a man who is large-minded, gener- 
ous in nature, baiH on a large pat- 
tern, wide between the eyes, a born 
winner of men; who can. grapple young 
men as with hooks of steel, and make 
them love and revere him; who cln £O 
out to some of our smaller cities or 
towns for an evening's address, and 
come back with a ' whole beltful of 
scalps; who cai. immediately secure 
the coTifldence of those In charge of 
secondary schools, and turn them and 
their pupils to ward us; who will be 
a power In the university, and in the 
community and in the state. If thou 
know of such a man, put me In touch 
with him." And the friend seized a 
blue pencil, and quickly wrote, on the 
margin wt the letter: "I know your 
man. 
Will just suit you. Only man. in 


the country that will. 
Don't know 


whether you can get him or not. Do 
no harm to try. 
Name is Brooks,— 


Phillips. Lives in Boston." There was 
a wonderful am'twnt of sa.gac|pty and 
wisdom In that answftf, and the lesson 
was not lost.

fo/r the Islands." And 


President Schurman closed by saying: 
"We must have a permanent civil 
service in the Philippines. It must be 
well paid, and the best men in the 
country must so there and they must 
be animated, not by the love of money, 
although they must have good salaries, 
but by devotion to the public service, 
by considerations for the welfare of 
the Filipinos themselves. With such a 
class of men going there, retained per- 
manently, and promoted In virtue of 
merit, I have no doubt whatsoever of 
the successful solution of the problem 
which has devolved upon us in the 
Orient." 


But unfortunately such a civil ser- 


vice we have not, never have had, and 
are not likely to have. He must indeed 
be an optimist, devoid of practical ob- 
servation and 
experience, 
who 
will I 


hope for good government by officials 
appointed by any political party in 
power at Washington. The result will 
be carpet-bag government followed by 
a social and political collapse. 


We must adopt the second alterna- 


tive, and make these people citizens. 
Not citizens of the United States, nor 
of the states, but citizens of Hawaii, 
of Porto Rico, of Luzon and the Visa- 
yan islands, organized as self-govern- 
ing territories. It is a mistake to as- 
sume, as many do, that organized ter- 
ritories are embryo states and must 
eventually "OP admitted as such. Not 
so; unless end i ntll they prove them- 
selves capable and worthy of such ad- 
mission. We admitted California and 
Oregon when an American population 
had peopled a wilderness. But we have 
refused for half a century to confer 
statehood upon New Mexico, because 
her population is Mexican. Tet New 
Mexico is contented and prosperous 
under our admirable territorial 
sys- 


tem, 
which is exactly adapted to our 


new possessions. Each territory has its 
governor appointed by the president, 
and this governor has the veto sourer; 
it has its courts, with judges ap- 
pointed at Washington; it has its legis- 
lature elected by Its inhabitants, mak- 
ing its own local laws, subject to con- 
gressional supervision and repeal if 
needed; it has its delegate sitting in 
our national house of repreenitatives 
without a vote. So Jong as it remains 
a territory it governs itself, but it 
does not govern us in any form what- 
ever. It has reciprocal free trade with 
the states, and is included in our 
American tariff system. There is no 
reason 
why this beneflcient status 


should not continue for centuries, or 
until these islands shall become thor- 
oughly American in language, ideas 
and institutions. 


But the essence of the whole terri- 


torial system is its free commercial 
intercourse with the United States in- 
side the American custom-house. This 
frep interchange of temperate and tor- 
rid products will bind our new r>oses- 
sions to ug and to each other in a 
friendly and mutually profitable unity, 
material and moral. Commercially We 
shall be one pe'ople. 
Hence will re- 


sult a "benevolent assimilation" grow- 
ing cut of a "conditon, not a theory." 
This local 
self-government, 
coupled 


•\\1iith unrestricted, commercial inter- 
course, is the one cardinal point that 
will differentiate our entire relations 
to these communities from tlios^ which 
Great Britain holds towards India and 
Egypt and the Malayarf 
peninsula. 


Those countries do not become Anzli- 
cized. They render their conqueror a 
reluctant obedience, based upon fear 
and the presence of overwhelming phy- 
sical force. 


But if we adopt the opposite plan, 


the republican plan, the American, plan 
of local self-government, we .shall iden- 
tify American control with freedom 
and self-respect, and shall gradually 
convert these now supicious and alien 
communities into enthusiastic friends 
and permanent allies.

VOTE REACHED LATE YESTERDAY 


After Four Hours of Sharp Debate at 


Adjourned Meeting of Fitchburg 


Stockholders Held in Boston. 


All Amendments Defeated 


The proposed lease of the Fitchbure 


railivad to the Boston and Maine was 
uitifled at yesterday's meeting of the 
stockholders of the former road in 
Boston by an overwhelming vote. The 
result was reached after a lour hours' 
contest, in which every new proposi- 
tion for delay was defeated bv the 
"protective committee." 


The preliminary 
discussions 
and 


votes were reported in yesterday's tele- 
graphic news, and the final vote did 
not come till late in the afternoon. 


The first vote came on the cuestion 


of referring the whole matter of the 
lease to a new committee. This prop- 
osition met defeat. 


The second test was an amendment 


providing that a dividend shall be paid 
to both common and preferred stock- 
holders, the amount to be determined 
by the amount of the surplus in the 
treasury, not to be less, however, than 
2 per cent This amendment was also 
defeated. 
In the general uibuuKalon 


there were sharp passages of words be- 
tween Lawyers Dabney and Elder. 


Mr. Dabney finally insisted upon his 


motion for a vote on the lease itself 
and carried nisi point. The vote was 
announced as follows: In favor of the 
lease, 52,265 shares of the 
common 


stock and 93,412 shares of preferred 
stock, a total of 145,677 shares; op- 
posed, 28 447 shares of preferred stoct. 


As soon as the vote had been de- 


dared the meeting adjourned.

Chapin of Holyoke, was present repre- 
senting the petitioners. Mayor Chapin 
outlined the case by saying that some 
time ago, after considerable fault had 
been found with the law of 189S, that 
upon investigation it was found that 
fifty towns aiyJ cities are opposed to 
the law, six in favor of the law and 
six indifferent. 


Oscar G. Ferry of Holyoke stated that 


a letter was sent to the different cities 
and towns, asking opinion on the law, 
in August, 1899. 


Mayor Chapin, continuing, read sev- 


eral letters in reply to the one sent out. 
The majority were against the law, the 
opinion being that each city had con- 
siderable trouble with the street rail- 
ways regarding the removal of snow.

Energy From Volcanic Heat. 


The energy stored in the coal beds' 


has rightly been referred back to the 
sun, and it is no doubt to the same 
source that we should ultimately attrib- 
ute the heat'developed at great depths 
below the surface of the earth. While 
it is believed that no practical attempts 
to utilize this subterranean heat have 
yet been carried into effect, there ap- 
pears to be no good reason why the at- 
tempt should not be made, especially in 


i volcanic regions, where quite high tem- 
; peratures should be revealed at moder- 
ate depths. 


Ic a Colorado mining town an inter- 


esting combination was recently ob- 
served which a little ingenuity might 
have converted into a considerable 
source of power. Within 20 feet of each 
/ither were two springs, one of a tem- 
perature of nearly 200 degrees F. and 
the other not over 60, the flow of each 
being very uniform and the temperature 
quite constant. The theoretical efficiency 
might readily be determined from the 
well known law of thermodynamics.and 
the use of one stream to vaporize and 
the other to condense some volatile 
liquid, such as ammonia or bisulphide 
of carbon, might enable a fair percen- 
tage of the energy to be utilized which 
is now running to waste.—Oassier's 
Magazine.

Wo all become interested sooner or 


later Iw the subject of wrinkles. They 
are ihe "irreparable outrage" of Ra- 
cine, Imt although they are so univer- 
sal few have endeavored to explain their 
origin and progresa Wrinkles aro pro- 
duced in the £rst instance by the fre- 
quent repetition of some muscular con- 
traction or by sickness. 
They are not 


merely superficial, but appear when the 
epidermis is removed, and are found 
not only in the face, but all over 1»ie 
body. They do not run in any regular 
direction, and no law has been found 
including all their directions. It has 
been said that the life 'history of a inixu 
can be written from his wrinkles, but 
physiology hardly agrees in this in- 
stance, for it has still to be proved that 
a general's wrinkles differ from those 
of a physician's, or a laborer's from a 
lawyer's. A man does not always or 
even generally carry about a faithful 
autobiography in his face. Although no 
part of the body is free from them they 
visit chiefly the face, particularly round 
the eyes and lips. They ran in all di- 
rections — horizontal, 
vertical 
and 


oblique, straight, curved and crossed. 
Going in the snn with the face insuffi- 
ciently covered brings them on prema- 
turely, but they are in every case nor- 


, mal at 40 or even earlier. 


Vertical wrinkles between the eyes 


come quickly to men who study or wor- 
ry themselves. This can readily be im- 
agined. The eyebrows contract natural- 
ly when in deop thought. Grief or wor- 
ry produces the same action, which, 
when repeated frequently, produces a 
fold in the skin, marking emotion un- 
dergone many times. Between these and 
the straight lines on the forehead, al- 
ready mentioned, come the arched wrin- 
kles of the forehead, found above the 
root of tjie nose. These often tell of 
long and painful mental torture. They 
arise from a cruel physical suffering or 
of still more great development of tba 
vertical wrinkles and the resistance of 
the skin above. 


The crow's feet mark the passing of 


the fortieth year and are characterized 
by furrows which diverge from the ex- 
ternal angles of the eyes in all direc- 
tions, like the claws of a bird, from 
which they are named. The wrinkles 
of the nose, which descend from the 
nostrils down each side of the month, 
are, perhaps, the first to appear. These 
furrows are created in laughing and 
mastication. A simple smile is suffi- 
cient to produce them, so it is not sur- 
prising that the repetition of the com- 
monest acts should soon be graven on 
the face. They are also hereditary. The 
wrinkles of the cheeks and chin follow 
the oval of the face and are caused by 
a diminution of the fatty substance uu- 
der the skin, which then falls into 
folds. The ~small wri»kles which form 
a network in the lower parts of the 
cheeks near the ears have the same 
origin . and only appear in old age. 
Those found in the upper eyelids and 
sometimes in the lower, which give the 
eyes an air of fatigue, are the results of 
hard living, grief or worry. — New York

TAKING CENSUS 


Position of Enumerator 


in This City 


HOW THE WORK WILL BE DONE 


Interes'hg Description of the Duties 


of Thcss Who Will Ask the Usual 


"Married or Single" Questions 


of Local Housekeepers 


Next June 


There were six more applications at 


the uity clerk's ollice this morn ins for 
the position of enumerator for the com- 
ing- census, making- 13 in all who have 
applit-d from this city. 
The number 


of applications is not as large as was 
expected, or as has been the case in 
other cities. In connection \\ ith secur- 
ing of the enumerators1 who are to do 
the house to house work in the city, 
some- facts in regard to the taking- of 
the census will be of interest. 


The work ot enumeration, which will 


begin June 1, will be given two weeks 
for completion in all places over 8,000 
in population, and one month in places 
of less than 8,000. 
The enumerators 


must be inhabitants of the district for 
which they are appointed. They are 
selected solely with reference to fitness 
Party affiliations are not 
considered. 


The census requires active, energetic 
persons of good address and readiness 
with the pen. Only such as can do the 
work with satisfaction to the govern-, 
ment or profit to themselves are ac- 
cepted. 


Under the provisions of the census 


act the enumeration in June is to be 
restricted to making inquiries relating 
to the population, to Mortality and the 
products of agriculture and of manu- 
facturing and mechanical establish- 
ments. In no case will the schedule of 
inquiries to be made by the enumera- 
tor exceed four in number and in that 
respect the work of the enumerators at 
this census will-be much more simple 
than that required of the enumerators 
at preceding censuses. 


The compensation to be paid to the 


enumerators who will work in cities 
has been fixed by the act of March 3, 
1899. 
It provides for a minimum rate 


of two cents for each living inhabitant, 
two cents for each death, fifteen cents 
for each farm, and twenty cents for 
each" establishment of productive in- 
dustry for all subdivisions where such 
allowance shall be deemed sufficient. 


In other divisions where higher per 


capita rates" are to be paid, according 
to the difficulty of enumeration, the 
maximum rate will not exceed three 
cents for each living inhabitant, three 
for each death, twenty cents for each 
farm and thirty cents for each estab- 
lishment of productive industry. 
In 


subdivisions where per diem rates are 
established having reference to 
the 


nature of the region to be canvassed 
and the density or sparseness of set- 
tlement, or other considerations per- 
tinent thereto, the compensation al- 
lowed to enumerators will not be less 
than $3 or more than $6 a, day for ten 
hours' actual field work. 


The law provides that it shall be the 


duty of each enumerator personally to 
visit each dwelling house in his sub- 
division and each family therein and 
each, individual living out of a family 
in any place of abode, and by inquiry 
made of the head of each family or of 
the 
member 
thereof 
deemed 
most 


credible and worthy of trust, or of 
such individual living out of a family, 
to obtain each and every item of in- 
formation and all particulars required 
by the census act. 
The law further 


provides that in cities or States where 
an official registration 
of deaths 
is 


maintained, the; director of the census 
ma.y, 
in his discretion, withhold the 


mortality schedule from the several 
enumerators within the cities or states 
and may obtain the information re- 
quired through official records. 


The law provides for the 
punish- 


ment of any enumerator who, without 
justifiable cause, neglects or refuses to 
perform the duties 
of his position, 


after accepting- an appointment and 
qualifying for the work, or who com- 
^nunicates to any person not author- 
ized to receive the same any informa- 
tion gained by him in the performance 
of his duties. A fine of $500 may be im- 
posed in s'uch cases. Punishment also 
i^ provided in case any enumerator 
shall wilfully and knowingly swear or 
affirm falsely. The law savs he shall 
be deemed guilty of perjury and upon 
conviction thereof shall be imprisoned 
not exceeding three years and be fined 
not exceeding $800. Or if he shall wil- 
fully and knowingly make a false cer- 
tificate or a fictitious return, he shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction of either of the last named 
offenses he shall be fined not exceeding 
$5,000 and be imprisoned not exceeding 
two years. Every precaution is taken 
by the government to have the work 
done properly and thoroughly, as the 
punishment provided for delinquents 
would suggest.

they have 
any 
defect of sight, of 


hearing, of speech or of limb. They 
also are asked if they speak English 
and. 
particularly, if they understand 


and speak French. German. Norwegian, 
Swedish, 

Spa'nish, 


Russian, Hungarian, Bohemian, Polish, 
Yiddish, Chinese or Japanese.
